Louis was aiiu«^t as mad as himself and 
both were in tne habit of going through 
the vast halls of Furstenried on their 
hand* ami knee& howling like beasts for 
hours together. Otto has a passion for 
cigarettes, but ouly smokes half of them, 
and before throwing them away extin- 
guishes 1hem by pressing them against 
the forehead of the first comer.

The house 
which now stands near the northeast corner 
of the park is to be moved back and fixed 
up in such a condition that a custodian can 
live in it. 
Drives are to be laid out and 


gravelled, and that will probably be all that 
can be done this year. The committee 
is in correspondence with a landscape 
gardener 
at 
"Galesburg, 
who 
is 


ready to come down here whenever wanted, 
and lay out a general plan and design on 
which the improvements are to be made. 
Next year it is desired to put the park un- 
der efficient police regulations, probably by 
employing three or four gardeners and giv- 
ing them police powers. 
The springs, 


particularly the two largest and best, are 
also to be improved as soon as possible, 
maybe this year, by building basins for 
them and raising the water to a convenient 
height. 
By next year the park will be in 


such condition that it will be a very at- 
tractive place of resort, and it will con- 
tinually be improved, as some design will 
be adopted which will admit of extending 
the improvement through several years, at 
the same time leaving each year's work 
complete. 
It is expected also that at some
